A waste management 
company is in talks 
with Dow Corning, 
with the aim of build¬ 
ing an ‘energy from 
waste’ plant at its 
Cardiff Road site. 

Waste Recycling 


Group (WRG), which 
hopes to strike a partner¬ 
ship with Dow Corning, 
says the facility will cre¬ 
ate local employment 
and “a significant num¬ 
ber of jobs during the 
construction period”.

Dave Ott, Dow 
Corning site manager 
said: “Ensuring that we 
have a secure, pre¬ 
dictable and cost effec¬ 
tive supply of energy is 
critical to the long-term 
success of the Dow 
Coming Barry site. The 
proposed plant at the 
Barry site would help us 
to contribute to the com¬ 
pany’s sustainability by 
generating power and 
steam - which we can 
use on site. 

“The combined ‘heat 
and power approach’ 
would provide us with 
an efficient and sustain¬ 
able source of energy, 
which would bring long¬ 
term benefits to Dow 
Corning and the local 
economy.” 

The proposed facility 
would treat residual 
household and non-haz- 
ardous commercial 
wastes, and would gen¬ 
erate steam and electric¬ 
ity that can be used 
entirely by Dow 
Coming. 

WRG is one of four 
companies short-listed 
by Prosiect Gwyrdd 
(Project Green) to pro¬ 
vide five local authori¬ 
ties, including the Vale 
Council, with a solution 
to the long-term man¬ 
agement of municipal 
waste and reliance on 
landfill. 

WRG says it is com¬ 
mitted to ensuring that 
there would be full pub¬ 
lic consultation with 
local residents, statutory 
bodies and other inter¬ 
ested groups concerning 
the proposed plant. 

Consultation would 
be held both prior to, 
and following, the sub¬ 
mission of a full plan¬ 
ning application. 

John Plant, director 


of FCC Projects group, 
of which WRG is a part, 
said: “With new legisla¬ 
tion forcing local 
authorities to reduce 
waste sent to landfill, it 
is vital that we find 
viable alternatives. 

“This combined heat 
and power plant would 
bring significant bene¬ 
fits for sustainability by 
producing renewable 
energy from waste left 
over after recycling, 
reducing dependence on 
climate-impacting fossil 
fuels and helping to 
secure UK energy sup¬ 
ply. 

“We are pleased to be 
working with Dow 
Corning - a company 
that has long put the 
well-being of the local 


community at the heart 
of its successful and sus¬ 
tainable business.” 

But Dr Ian Johnson, 
the Plaid Assembly can¬ 
didate in the Vale, was 
more cautious: “Despite 
a tenacious fight from 
local residents and some 
of our local councillors, 
two waste disposal 
plants have already been 
given permission. 

“No doubt this has 
given other companies 
the idea that the Vale is a 
soft touch on this issue, 
with the company hav¬ 
ing moved its proposed 
site from Newport to the 
east end of Barry. 

“Prosiect Gwyrdd is a 
25-year long project, so 
it is important that what¬ 
ever method of waste 


disposal and energy 
recycling is chosen, it is 
the most up-to-date and 
effective possible. 

“We are going to be 
locked in to this scheme 
for 25 years so we must¬ 
n’t find ourselves in a 
position where we have 
to ‘feed the monster’ 
because of the contract - 
especially if it isn’t the 
most efficient and green 
way of recycling our 
waste products.” 

Max Wallis of Barry 
& Vale Friends of the 
Earth said the group 
would “fight the appli¬ 
cation all the way”. 

“Incineration of waste 
is still more costly and 
more environmentally 
damaging than alterna¬ 
tives.”

‘Future bleak for 
privatised NHS’ 


S URELY we 
must now all 
agree that the 
present 

Government has a 
clear intention to 
dismantle the NHS 
- by creating con¬ 
sortia set up by 
overworked GPs? 

Private companies 
will make all the man¬ 
agement decisions about 
finance and appropriate 
treatment, for hospital 
care and policies, in that 
particular area. 

Such a consortium 
will have shareholders, 
direct employees and 
directors, like any other 
company, such as a casi¬ 
no, existing to make a 
profit for the sharehold¬ 
ers. 

The power to decide, 
without appeal, will be 
held in the privacy of the 
different boardrooms in 
different post codes, in 
exactly the same manner 
as decisions have recent¬ 
ly been made in the 
banking industry. 

Having seen how 
boardrooms have already 
destroyed a global bank¬ 
ing industry, the NHS 
could be put into the 
hands of similar unac¬ 
countable entrepreneurs, 
for them to get their cut 
while an apathetic nation 
looks on. 

The intention seems 
clear, that businessmen 
will make a profit from 
our NHS. 

I do not think that all 
these directors will abuse 
their power, as I did not 


think that all bankers 
were obsessed by their 
self-interest in huge 
bonuses, but, as with 
banking, that type of 
management will come 
to rule the NHS, dishing 
out bonuses in the secre¬ 
cy of the boardroom. 

In all bonus cultures, 
those who have the 
power to make these 
decisions, never fail to 
include themselves in 
such schemes, in gener¬ 
ous proportions. 

The Government has 
already been quite clear 
that, if the consortium in 
your area, makes your 
hospital hopelessly inef¬ 
ficient, there will be no 
plans to restore previous 
standards. 

Any hospital that 
fails, under these plans, 
stays failed. 

In time, I assume that 
the Government intends 
to sell off the assets of 
the hospitals to these 
consortia, as Mrs 
Thatcher did with other 
public resources, at 
favourable prices - on 
the pretext that the direc¬ 
tors will manage hospi¬ 
tals better. 

The nation will never 
be able to afford to buy 
back these assets from 
the consortia, and the 
NHS, as a moral con¬ 
cept, will cease to exist 
in England, and perhaps 
later, in the rest of 
Britain.

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YOUNG MUM IN A BATTLE 
TO SAVE LOCAL BABY UNIT 


A young mum from Barry who is 
leading the opposition to the clo¬ 
sure of Llandough maternity unit 
believes the legal challenge stands 
a good chance of success. 

On January 18, the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board gave a green light 
for a huge shake-up in hospital services 
,with one of the consequences being that 
the midwife-led service in Llandough will 
be closed. 

Lynette Spragg (25) the mother of 
Laura, aged one, told The GEM: “A draft 
brief has been presented to a Barry solici¬ 
tor to engage barristers to get a judicial 
review. 

“We are very optimistic about the chal¬ 
lenge, because we have provided every¬ 
thing that is needed.” 

The health board argues that although 
the Llandough unit will close, women will 
have a choice of a midwife-led birth or a 
consultant-led birth at the University 
Hospital of Wales; or, if they wish, a home 
birth. 

Opponents of the closure claim that the 
consultations which were carried out did 
not comply with health Minister’s guide¬ 
lines that would make changes illegal. 

Lynette, who gave birth to Laura at 
Llandough in 2009, said the Vale was los-

ing something of real value. 

“It will mean mums-to-be from the Vale 
having to travel all the way into Cardiff. To 
get to Llandough from Barry takes 
between 15 and 20 minutes, to get to the 
University Hospital takes another half 
hour, and then the problem of finding a 
parking spot. 

“Why go to an acute hospital site for 
something that is natural? Midwives are so 
well trained now that an emergency at the 
end of labour is unlikely.” 

Lynette added that on the rare occasion 
there was a complication, a mum could be 
transferred to Cardiff which is what has 
happened in the past. 

Lynette added: “We have not given up 
the fight - more than 1,000 people opposed 
to the closure have joined two groups on 
Facebook which they can still visit.” 

A spokesman for Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board stressed the board 
believed changes were in the overall inter¬ 
ests of patients. 

He explained: “In terms of maternity 
services, women will still be able to choose 
where to give birth - whether that is at 
home, in a midwife-led unit or receiving 
consultant-led care at UHW.

10 years jail for 
Barry man with 
‘dreadful record’ 


A GANG invaded a 
flat in Barry where 
one of them car¬ 
ried out a robbery, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

When the man 
responsible, 26-year- 
old Daniel Richards, 
was released on bail, 
within hours he drove a 
car and crashed after 
damaging the walls of 
three houses, and nar¬ 
rowly missed a police 
car and a bus. 

Richards, of Barry, 
was sentenced to a total 
of 10 years imprison¬ 
ment and disqualified 
from driving for three 
years, and ordered to 
take the extended driv¬ 
ing test. 

Richards admitted

She said; “I have 
always liked to visit 
Victoria Park with my 
three dogs - and with an 
elderly dog I even used to 
use a pushchair! 

“Because I have to get 
to work, I like to give the 
dogs a walk at around 
6.30am to Tam.” 

An arrangement was 
made so that Carol, who 
is CRB checked and 
works for social services, 
was handed a key and 
was able to open up the 
park at 6.30am in the 
morning. 

“A group of about five 
of us were then able to 
give our dogs some exer¬ 
cise early in the morn¬ 
ing.” 

But the situation 
changed when a group 
called ‘The Friends of 
Victoria Park’ was formed 
in November. 

“Those of us who 
worked were unable to 
attend the meeting and to 
my dismay when they cir¬ 
culated the minutes a 
paragraph stated: 'The 
Friends want the park to 



be opened and closed at 
the times stated ie. Sam 
until dusk (times posted 
on the notice board) with 
the exception of special 
events. ’ ” 

Later, she received an 
email telling her to ring 
the park’s manager 
because he wanted the 
key to be returned. 

So after two years and 
11 months of having a 
key and operating an 
arrangement which had 
worked smoothly, Carol 
was forced to hand it 
back. 

Carol pointed out that 
since dusk in the winter is 
often around 4pm to 5pm, 
and the park is only open¬ 
ing at Sam, it means that 
working people are effec¬ 
tively unable to use it 
throughout the week. 

“I don’t want to have 
to traipse round the streets 
when I take my dogs for a 
walk in the mornings. 

“To the people running 
Victoria Park and the 
Friends, I would say 
move forward with the

Jamie and eight deaf 
pupils, from St Gyres 
School in Penarth and 
Llanishen High School in 
Cardiff, went to the 
Senedd to find out what 
each of the main political 
parties is proposing to do 
for deaf young people in 
Wales. 

As ambassadors for 
the National Deaf 
Children’s Society 
(NDCS) Cymm, the bud¬ 
ding young journalists 
quizzed Ann Jones 
(Labour), Bethan Jenkins 
(Plaid Cymru), Mark 
Isherwood 
(Conservatives) and 
Eleanor Burham (Liberal 
Democrats), on a number 
of issues that are impor¬ 
tant to them. 

These included the 
need for improved deaf 
awareness in schools and 
public places, better 
access to sport and 
leisure activities, and 
more signing in muse¬ 
ums. 

Jayne Dulson, the 
director of NDCS Cymru, 
said: “The young people 
did a fantastic job inter¬ 
viewing the politicians 
today. They raised a num¬ 
ber of issues that are 
important to them and 
many other deaf young 
people across Wales.” 

Jamie Miller, who 
attends St Cyres School, 
would like to see better 
access to audiology serv¬ 
ices. He said: “We have 
to miss school to go to 
the hospital about our 
hearing aids.

Man (19) armed himself 
with broken beer bottle 


POLICE in Barry 
were alerted when a 
CCTV operator spot¬ 
ted a young man in the 
town centre who had 
armed himself with a 
broken beer bottle. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court Ashley Macarthy 
(19), an apprentice 
welder of Barry, admit¬ 
ted a public order 
offence and possessing 
an offensive weapon and 
was made subject to a 
community order for six 
months, was fined £500, 
ordered to pay £200 
costs, and was made 
subject to three months 
curfew from 8pm to 
7 am. 

He will be electroni¬ 
cally tagged. 

Judge Neil Bidder 


told him: “You caused 
the police no trouble, but 
you were very drunk and 
you tried to say you did¬ 
n’t harm anyone, and 
you retained some com¬ 
mon sense” 

He added: “I accept 
yours was a spontaneous 
reaction after an attack 
on a friend. You have a 
very supportive family 
and if you rely on your 
mother’s support you 
will not go far wrong. 
You are a young man 
with a decent educa¬ 
tion.” 

Prosecutor Michael 
Jones said that a CCTV 
operator spotted 
Macarthy in High Street, 
Barry, acting aggressive¬ 
ly holding a beer bottle. 

“He was agitated 


when a friend tried to 
restrain him. A member 
of the public took the 
beer bottle from him, he 
walked to Market Street, 
went into an alleyway 
and emerged holding a 
broken beer bottle by the 
neck, which he put into 
a pocket of his jeans.” 

Police Constable 
Catherine George later 
approached him and told 
him to remove it, which 
he did and dropped it. 

He said that he had 
become angry because a 
friend had been “bot¬ 
tled”. He admitted act¬ 
ing stupidly. 

His counsel Tom 
Crowther said: “He lives 
with his mother, and has 
done everything he can 
to make amends.” 


At one point, one 
group became involved 
in a fracas with the land¬ 
lord over the cost of a 
family Christening. 

People tried to inter¬ 
vene but with no success. 

Mr Wiltshire got up 
and remonstrated, trying 
to calm things down. 

Mr Greenwood said 
that Bell, who was not a 
ringleader, “launched a 
blow” towards Mr 
Wiltshire, hitting him in 
the left side of his face 
near the eye. The glass 
he was holding shattered 
on impact. 

“It was not surprising 
that Bell was drunk, con¬ 
sidering the amount of 
alcohol he had taken,” 
said Mr Greenwood. 

“Bell said he did not 
recall events clearly, but 
he believed he had felt 
threatened, thrust out a 
hand, not realising he 
was holding a glass.” 

Geoffrey Jones, repre¬ 
senting Bell, said: “The 
loss of his liberty would 
mean the loss of a very 
good job. There is a pos¬ 
itive and charitable side 
to this man. 

“He has in the past 
suffered depression. He 
is not a hardened drinker, 
and the attack was not 
sustained, but there was 
an element of reckless¬ 
ness.”

A protest was held

“People doing this job 
are not earning a for¬ 
tune. It will not save that 
much money, I know 
that for a fact. 

“Children need super¬ 
vision because when 
they go home they are 
excited, talking to 
eachother and not 
always taking notice of 
what is around them. 

“I feel strongly this 
should not happen.” 

Regional Assembly 
Member Chris Franks 
met parents, teachers 
and schoolchildren at the 
protest. He said: “The 
turnout early on a cold 
morning was impressive. 

“We had tremendous 
support from passing 
motorists and pedestri¬ 
ans too. 

“The organisers did 
an excellent job.

I have 
written to the council 
outlining the concerns of 
my constituents. 

“These lollipop peo¬ 
ple have ensured the 
safety of our children for 
many years. As far as I 
can see there can be no 
justification for the 
removal of the school 
crossing patrols in Dinas 
Powys.” 

Jane Hutt, the Vale 
AM, also attended the 
protest. 

She explained: “I was 
contacted by a number 
of parents and by young 
people who are con¬ 
cerned about the loss of 
these services in Dinas 
Powys on the busy 
roads. 

“I am raising these 


issues with the Vale 
Council and was glad to 
have the opportunity of 
visiting Dinas Powys 
Infants’ School to talk 
with parents and gover¬ 
nors.” 

Parents have organ¬ 
ised a further protest for 
today (Thursday, 
February 3) at T15pm. 

The head of Vale plan¬ 
ning and transportation, 
Rob Thomas, explained: 
“The temporary contracts 
of four school crossing 
patrol officers - two at 
Cardiff Road, Dinas 
Powys, one at Favemock 
Road, Penarth and one in 
Cadoxton, Barry - are not 
being renewed after 
Easter 2011. 

“These are not redun¬ 
dancies and all four offi¬ 
cers were aware they 
were due to finish 
employment with the 
council in April. 

“All four are based at 
sites where there are 
physical road safety 
measures (signals with 
pedestrian phasing). 

“The council will be 
looking to increase its 
mobile school crossing 
patrol officers so that a 
service can continue to 
be delivered at the sites 
in question beyond April, 
pending a full review of 
school crossing patrol 
sites. This review will be 
subject to consideration 
by the council’s cabinet 
and consultation will be 
carried out in due 
course.” 

Mr Thomas added: 
“Mobile school crossing 
patrol officers can work 
at any site across the Vale 
and are not restricted to 
single sites.”

For the benefit of 
those further from the 
screen, the page was 
enlarged triggering an 
interjection from Colin 
of: “That’s what I want 
to be able to do! How 
did you do it? ” 

This led to the demon¬ 
stration that holding 
down the Control key 
and pressing the plus 
key will zoom into the 
page (known as Ctrl+). 
To zoom out, press Ctrl 
and minus, (Ctrl-). 

Roy had been keen to 
ask the first question, 
but was forced to settle 
for asking the second 
one (see above!) 

He was advised to use 
a full Windows 7 Home 
Premium rather than to 
use a slightly cheaper 
upgrade package as it 
would be easier for him 
to do it himself. 

It was also noted that 
there was no upgrade 
for XP to Windows 7, a 
clean install was 
required, but Microsoft 
had provided some 
assistance in the pack¬ 


age for transferring 
files. 

Questions about web 
browsing brought out a 
couple of points. 

The use of tabs was 
explained. If you click 
on a series of links, the 
viewed page is changed 
each time and the back- 
arrow has to be used to 
go back to previous 
pages. 

It is awkward to move 
easily between pages to 
compare them as they 
might not be next to 
each other in the view¬ 
ing sequence. 

Tabs make life easier. 
This involves right-click¬ 
ing on a link and select¬ 
ing ‘open link in new 
tab ’. The link is opened 
into a new tab (dis¬ 
played near the top of 
the window beneath the 
toolbars). 

With several tabs 
open, simply click on the 
tab you want to view 
without having to step 
between any intervening 
ones. Any tab can be 
closed individually. 

The function button 
F5 at the top of the key¬ 
board will force a 
refresh on the active web 
window. This is useful as 
the open window might 
have been stored on your 
computer if you have 
visited it before; or it 
might have been updated 
since it was first dis¬ 
played in your current 
browsing session. 

Suitable free security 
software was identified, 
as were arguments for 
and against disk defrag¬ 
ging, as part of comput¬ 
er housekeeping. I will 
deal with those at anoth¬ 
er time.

‘Abysmal ambulance 
response times: How 

the Vale is lagging behind’ 


O NE of the first surgery cases I 
dealt with since my election in 
May 2010 was one dealing with 
the poor response times of ambulances 
in the Vale. 

At the time, the Assembly Minister responsi¬ 
ble for health offered warm words, but nothing 
was really done to rectify the matter. 

All too regularly I hear of difficulties in 
gaining an ambulance. Unless things change, it 
is only a matter of time before it makes the dif¬ 
ference between life and death. 

The GEM recently reported the disbelief 
expressed by Llantwit Major Councillor Gwyn 
John at the details publicised by Andrew RT 
Davies AM, of the thousands of hours of ambu¬ 
lance cover lost due to the time ambulances 
spend waiting outside hospitals to discharge 
patients. 

Since then, new data has been published by 
the Welsh Assembly Government which high¬ 
lights how the Vale of Glamorgan is once again 
lagging behind the national target in terms of 
ambulance response times to emergency calls. 

While the severe weather conditions in 
December clearly affected most of Wales, only 
48.1 per cent was achieved in the Vale in terms 
of emergency responses arriving at the scene of 
a Category A (immediately life-threatening) 
calls within eight minutes - against the target 
of 60 per cent set for all the local health 
boards. With more than 470 calls made to 
attend an incident in December 2010, it’s cru¬ 
cial that the service for the Vale is improved. 

Of more concern, however, is the fact that 
the response times across all the different cate¬ 
gories of calls (as noted by WAST), from eight 
minutes upwards to 21 minutes, have been 
falling over the last two months of 2010, and 
are below the All Wales targets for each cate-

These figures are abysmal, and an indict¬ 
ment of just how bad the situation facing the 
Welsh NHS has become. While, of course, the 
weather has played a part, we are seeing a sus¬ 
tained trend of ambulances failing to respond 
promptly to emergency calls. 

I have no doubt that the hard work and ded¬ 
ication of ambulance staff across the Vale con¬ 
tinued throughout December, yet these figures 
are the worst we have seen in several years. 

So, questions need to be asked at the highest 
level of the Assembly Government - why 
weren’t the emergency services better pre¬ 
pared for the winter weather? 

Staffing and budgetary pressures also need 
to be addressed, and the Assembly needs to 
work more effectively with trust bosses and 
local health boards. 

Cold weather and poor management of hospi¬ 
tal patient discharges needing ambulance trans¬ 
portation cannot be allowed to continue to dam¬ 
age emergency response times so severely, and 
the Assembly Government must urgently work 
towards a vast improvement.

A S we near 
the final 
debate on 
our Welsh 
Assembly 
Government 
Budget for the next 
three years, we are 
making daily deci¬ 
sions to fund con¬ 
struction projects 
which benefit our 
schools, colleges, 
housing and road 
maintenance in 
Wales. 

As Finance Minister, 
I have been absolutely 


clear that we need to 
continue to support the 
construction sector 
who contribute to our 
infrastructure - to help 
get the economy mov¬ 
ing again. Last June, 
the UK Government 
imposed a £47m cut on 
our capital funding in 
Wales, which would 
have affected all our 
public sector building 
projects and the jobs 
they support in the 
construction industry.

budget. That was wide¬ 
ly welcomed by the 
private and public sec¬ 
tor. 

I am spending every 
available £1 in this 
year’s budget, includ¬ 
ing decisions 
announced this week to 
fund more mainte¬ 
nance for further edu¬ 
cation colleges, more 
diagnostic equipment 
for the NHS, more 
extra care housing 
schemes and, perhaps 
most topically, more 
money for road main¬ 
tenance to tackle the 


potholes which are 
blighting our residen¬ 
tial and commercial 
roads and streets. 

This follows a pack¬ 
age I announced before 
Christmas to fund all 
these important areas 
of spending including 
flood alleviation, home 
energy efficiency and 
school maintenance. 

This is a fiscal stimu¬ 
lus which is vital for the 
renewal of the Welsh 
economy. 

I have been delight¬ 
ed to see the extensive 
construction work that 
is being undertaken in 





Barry as a result of the 
substantial investment 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government in the 
regeneration pro¬ 
gramme. 

The funding agreed 
by the Barry 
Regeneration Area 
Board for this finan¬ 
cial year is already 
being spent. When the 
West Quay Medical 
Centre was opened 
two weeks ago, work 
on the footpath below, 
linking the centre to 
Broad Street, High 
Street and the wider 
Waterfront was still 
under way. Now the 
work is finished, mak¬ 
ing good access to the 
new centre from the 
residential and com¬ 
mercial areas with 
pedestrian use already 
increasing to this area 
of Barry. 

More than £400,000 
is being spent on 
upgrading and re¬ 
building play areas in 
Weston Square, Basset 
Park and lolo Park. 

For the promotion 
of economic develop¬ 
ment, workshop 
improvements are 
being funded in the 
Vale Enterprise Centre 
and workshops are 
being converted to 
office space at the BSC 
in the innovation quar¬ 
ter. 

With Welsh 
Assembly Government 
funding the rural 
development plan for 
the rural Vale, projects 
are also being funded 
like the inspiring new 
Ewenny playground 
and the regeneration 
of Llantwit Major cen¬ 
tre. 

We will shortly be 
publishing our capital 
programme for 
2011/12, where the 
biggest cuts are hitting 
us from the spending 
review. It is vital that 
we support the impor¬ 
tant programmes of 
investment in the NHS 
and schools’ estate, as 
well as our social hous¬ 
ing and transport infra¬ 
structure. 

VULNERABLE 

Alongside our final 
budget, we will be 
publishing our equali¬ 
ty impact assessment 
of the difficult budget¬ 
ary decisions we have 
had to make, and that 
assessment looks at the 
needs of vulnerable 
people, our schools 
and skills, health and 
social services - as well 
as the impact of budg¬ 
et cuts on the private 
sector. 

As well as forecast¬ 
ing job losses in the 
public sector, as a 
result of the UK 
Government’s deep 
cuts, we are also 
assessing the impact of 
the austerity measures 
on the private sector, 
suggesting private sec¬ 
tor job losses next 
year, exacerbated by 
the economy shrinking 
in the last quarter and 
consumer confidence 
at an all time low. 


In Wales, our new 
economic policy aims to 
help grow the private 
sector and encourage 
entrepreneurship, so 
that they can create the 
jobs and prosperity we 
need to foster. 

Investment in 
apprenticeships con¬ 
tinues and our contin¬ 
ued funding of the 
educational mainte¬ 
nance allowance will 
help support young 
people and their fami¬ 
lies to stay in educa¬ 
tion and training. 

We have a public 
duty to manage our 


constrained finances 
responsibly and fairly 
for the benefit of the 
people we serve, espe¬ 
cially the most vulner¬ 
able who will be hit 
hardest by the UK 
Government budget as 
the Institute of Fiscal 
Studies has once again 
confirmed. 

We also seek to play 
our part in securing the 
recovery of our econo¬ 
my by supporting the 
private sector, particu¬ 
larly where we can 
make an impact in the 
construction of projects 
for the public good.

that launched it 129 years ago, lock 
horns again at the Millennium 
Stadium in Cardiff. 

It was on an inauspicious day at Swansea in 
1882 that Wales played England for the first 
time in what was then known as the 
International Championship, confined to just 
the four home nations. 

England ran in four tries for a whitewash 
win, but just II years later, Wales revolu¬ 
tionised the game by reducing the nine-man 
pack to eight and introducing an extra man 
in the threequarter line. The result was 
Wales’ first-ever Triple Crown. 

This heralded the first Welsh ‘Golden 
Era’, as Wales went on to dominate the first 
decade of the 20th century, remaining 
unbeaten at home between 1900-1913, includ¬ 
ing back-to-back Grand Slams in 1908 and 
1909. 

In 1910, the Four Nations became Five 
when France entered the championship 
(though forced to withdraw for a protracted 
period over the thorny issue of payment to 
players. How times have changed!)

Those early years were also marked by 
three back-to-back Grand Slams for England 
(France had to wait until 1997-1998 to record 
the achievement); but 1950 and 1952 saw two 
more Grand Slams for Wales, and after a fal¬ 
low period in the 1960s, the Dragon again 
dominated the championship, with two 
Grand Slams during the ‘Golden Era’ of the 
Seventies (1971 and 1976), plus five Triple 
Crowns in 1971,76,77,78,79. 

Change came again in 2000 when Italy 
came on board to complete the Six Nations 
and in 2005 and 2008, Wales added two more 
Grand Slams (under Mike Ruddock and cur¬ 
rent coach Warren Gatland) to complete an 
overall total of 10 Grand Slams and 20 Triple 
Crowns. 

Of the other nations, England have notched 
12 Grand Slams, France nine, Scotland three 
and Ireland 2. 

Last year’s champions, France, are the 
bookies’ favourites to retain the title this 
year, which has the added zest of providing a 
testing run-in to Rugby World Cup 2011 in 
New Zealand. Both Wales and England have 
had their Six Nations preparations partly 
blighted by injuries to key players, but will 
nevertheless approach the campaign with 
quiet confidence, as will the 2009 Grand 
Slam champions, Ireland, while Scotland 
could be the dark horses, and lowly Italy are 
quite capable of again providing a shock or 
two for the unwary. 

Welsh fans will be hoping that history is set 
to repeat itself, starting tomorrow evening: 
Both the 2005 and 2008 Grand Slams began 
with victory over their oldest rivals from 
across the Severn. 

All in all then, a fascinating tournament is 


in prospect as the six camps not only seek to 
gain an advantage and make a point to their 
rivals, but look to lay down a marker for 
their World Cup aspirations Down Under.

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JASON STATHAM’S ‘MECHANIC’ IS A 
PREDICTABLE, BUT FUN, ACTION FILM! 


W HILE the 
recent 
Oscar suc¬ 
cess of British 
actors and directors 
seems to recall 
Colin Welland’s cry 
that... ^Hhe British 
are coming”, one 
particular actor has 
proved to be a 
mainstay of 
Hollywood for near¬ 
ly 10 years, though 
his Oscar chances 
are, with the great¬ 
est of respect, 
unlikely at best. 

Jason Statham has

derful look at father/son 
relationships; strange, 
considering that the 
trailer and poster made 
it look like every other 
Jason Statham film out 
there. 

While I hate to dis¬ 
agree with such an act¬ 
ing luminary as Mr 
Sutherland, I have to 
say that this is to 
father/son relationships 
what Home Alone is to 
childcare - so if you do 
come to watch Statham 
emote about parental 
issues. I’m afraid you 
will be exiting the cine¬ 
ma with huge disap¬ 
pointment. 

However, if you 
come to watch what he 
does best (and possibly 
all he does) then you 
won’t be as disappoint¬ 
ed, for while The 
Mechanic is nothing 
more than the tradition¬ 
al guns ‘n’ octane 
actioner, it at least 
entertains for the dura¬ 
tion. 

Part of the reason for 
that is due to ‘The 
Stath’, who has cor¬ 
nered the market in 
these types of films and 
plays it, as ever, with a 
straight bat. 

While he might lack 
the acting chops of cer¬ 
tain actors, his physical 
presence and ability, not 
to mention a brooding 
charisma, makes him a 
far more engaging 


proposition than the 
action stars of yester¬ 
year who now spend 
their time making and 
hawking schlocky, low- 
grade direct-to-DVD 
rubbish (yes Steven 
Segal and Wesley 
Snipes, I'm talking to 
you!). 

The Mechanic plays 
to his strength, asking 
of him a physical per¬ 
formance that he has lit¬ 
tle difficulty in essay¬ 
ing, while the more dra¬ 
matic elements of the 
story are handled well. 

It helps that the hefti¬ 
er weight is picked up 
by dependables such as 
Sutherland and Ben 
Foster. 

While the former is a 
long way from the 
heights here, he does 
‘grizzled voice of expe¬ 
rience’ wonderfully

faintest edge of psy¬ 
choticness. 

Foster’s is the most 
interesting turn here, the 
apprentice to Statham’s 
master, and he gives 
probably the most 
rounded of the perform¬ 
ances as he develops his 
killing abilities, know¬ 
ing full well that the big 
reveal of who killed his 
father will pop up at 
some point. 

Screenwriters 
Richard Wenk and 
Lewis John Carlino 


deliver a script that is 
high in generic type, but 
it fizzes along at a 
steady pace while offer¬ 
ing a decent twisty- 
turny plot, the story 
rolling along in the way 
films of this type do. 

The action sequences 
work well, while the 
dialogue, no matter how 
clunky, has a fair few 
zingers, though sadly 
most them are unrepeat¬ 
able in a family news¬ 
paper. 

Director Simon West, 
shows his big-budget 
experience with a 
much-lower-budget, 
giving the film a nice 
visual feel and keeping 
its gritty look. 

Having helmed Con 
Air and Tomb Raider 
(but let’s not hold that 
against him). West isn’t 
short of set-piece abili¬ 
ty, and here he gives the 
spectacle added blood- 
lust with inventive 
smackdowns that bristle 
with hard-hitting and 
visceral action. 

They are hardly the 
most subtle of 
sequences, but they 
deliver what you would 


want and hope to see in 
an action film of this 
ilk, and are steeped in 
enough reality to hit 
home. 

While the film suc¬ 
ceeds by and large, its 
lack of originality 
(based on the 1972 
Michael Winner film of 
the same name starring 
Charles Bronson) cou¬ 
pled with its similarity 
to the majority of Jason 
Statham’s back cata¬ 
logue, means that The 
Mechanic is hardly the 
most box-fresh offering. 
At times it veers 
towards being a touch 
parodic of the likes of 
The Transporter. 

However, it is still an 
enjoyably diverting way 
to spend 92 minutes, 
and it certainly doesn’t 
drag its feet in getting 
towards its somewhat 


lacklustre, climax; 
while The Mechanic is 
mainly used parts, the 
end product is an enter¬ 
taining, yet ultimately 
forgettable, piece of 
work. 

VERDICT: A case of 
same old for Jason 
Statham as The 
Mechanic hits the same 
buttons the likes of The 
Transporter and Crank 
do. 

Despite the lack of 
originality on show, 
there is a degree of flair 
and excitement through 
Simon West’s direction 
and the pleasing turns 
of the cast, and it is this 
that makes The 
Mechanic a pleasingly 
slight eflbrt. 

Enjoyable.

Our freedom of infor¬ 
mation request revealed 
more than £5.3m to a 
slew of consultants - as 
evident from the £128k 
on two bat houses. 

There were also staff 
costs of the nine-strong 


fiasco’ 

St Athan team, totalling 
£235k in 2009-10, and 
further costs on forced 
land purchases, which 
are now redundant. 

What of the 
Minister’s decision to 
wait for the MoD deci¬ 
sion on training at Easter 
(or later)? It’s crystal 
clear they have failed to 
secure replacement jobs 
for the ex-DARA work¬ 
force, the basic rationale 
given for the ABP. 

The delay looks like 
an effort to escape blame 
before the May elec¬ 
tions, but it also extends 
the period of blight on St 
Athan. 

The politicians, of 
course, blame the MoD 
for abandoning the ill- 
conceived privatised 
defence training plan. 

How convenient, but 
they cannot avoid blame 
for this costly fiasco and 
for refusing to open up 
discussion on a ‘plan B’ 
for St Athan.

Dr Dylan Jones will be spreading the Eisteddfod 


THE headteacher 
at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, Dr 
Dylan Jones, has 
been made the 
chairman of the 
local Eisteddfod 
executive commit¬ 
tee - a body with a 
vital role to play 
when the national 
celebration of 
Welsh culture 
comes to Llandow 
in 2012. 

Dr Jones had one 
clear message when he 
spoke to The GEM 
about his new post - that 
the National Eisteddfod 
will be an exciting and 
varied event for both 
Welsh speakers and non- 
Welsh speakers. 

He is confident that 
the event, running from 
August 4-11 next year, 
will be a success - 
despite competition from 
the London Olympics, 
which will be on at the 
same time! 

Dr Jones said: “I do 
see the Eisteddfod as a 
chance to include and 
welcome the entire com¬ 
munity. 

“It will be a great cel¬ 
ebration of Welsh cul¬ 
ture, and all the schools 
in the Vale will be invit¬ 
ed to take part.” 

He said that there was 
a parallel with his expe¬ 


rience in Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg. Although it 
is a Welsh medium 
school, 85 per cent of 
the parents are not Welsh 
speakers. However, he 
feels that the school has 
successfully made every¬ 
one feel part of the same 
community. 

He said: “The organ¬ 
ising committee has set 
itself a target of raising 
£300,000, and around 
the Vale a series of local 
committees are being set 
up to achieve this. 

“Once again, anyone 
can get involved, and 
there will be hundreds of 
fundraising events taking 
place over the next 18 
months.” 

He said that this 
Eisteddfod would hon¬ 
our a number of Vale 
figures who had made 
significant contributions 
to the development of 
the Welsh language and 
culture. 

He said: “Although 
the Vale has a reputation 
as an anglicised area, 
there are many major 
figures who deserve 
recognition - perhaps 
starting with lolo 
Morganwg himself, who 
staged the first Gorsedd 
of Bards at Primrose Hill 
in Cowbridge.” 

All the schools in the 
Vale will be invited to 
send children to ‘audi¬ 
tion’ for the various tra¬ 
ditional dance groups 


that are part of the 
Eisteddfod. 

Dr Jones said: “Eor 
instance, the 'Dawns 
Flodau’ accompanies the 
Chairing of the Bard, 
and the children who 
will have been picked to 
work with the dance co¬ 
ordinator.” 

He emphasised that 
anyone who has never 
visited an Eisteddfod 
will find far more going 
on than they might 
expect. 

The main pavilion 
will, of course, host the 
competitions, but much 
more is on offer in the 
science and technology 
pavilion, while there will 
be a literary pavilion as 
well, a popular feature in 
recent eisteddfodau. 

In addition, there are 
numerous performance 
stages, featuring all 
types of music, from 
classical to folk and on 
to rock. 

Dr Jones added that 


he thought that many 
people were unaware of 
the economic scale of 
the Eisteddfod. 

He said: “The event 
will bring in millions to 
the local economy, with 
so many people visiting, 
and with many of them 
staying in the Vale for 
several nights as well.” 

He added that the 
Vale Council were well 
aware of these benefits, 
and that they had 
received great assistance 
from senior council offi¬ 
cers. 

Dr Jones’ official 
duties will start at the 
Eisteddfod in Wrexham 
later this year, when 
there will be a ‘handover 
ceremony’ - just like the 
Olympics. 

From then on, it will 
be down to the various 
local committees to raise 
funds and make the 
Vale ’5 Eisteddfod one to 
remember!

Proving that the WIs are not 
just about jam and Jerusalem! 


THE history of the 
Women’s Institute 
and the influence 
that the suffrage 
movement had on 
its development, 
was outlined to the 
forum by Mrs 
Margaret Bourke at 
the last meeting. 

Margaret explained 
how a rural village 
movement in Canada, 
designed to expand the 
interests of all classes of 
women, spread at the 
time of the First World 
War to north Wales, and 
then out to the whole 
world in a short space of 
time. 

The remarkable 
founder of this popular 
movement was one 


Adelaide Hunter 

Hoodless, who seemed to 
live only to help others in 
life, and she did this 
through many charitable 
outlets. 

Although she died at 
the relatively young age 
of 54, she lived to see her 
brainchild take off like 
wildfire. By the time of 
World War One it was, 
without doubt, an idea 
whose time had come. 

The first institute in 
the UK was established 
in Anglesey and it was 
successful in bringing 
together women with 
both a church and chapel 
background. 

Women of all classes 
were inspired by good 
leadership to make new 
efforts to change the con¬ 
ditions of, for many of 


them, their drab lives. 

The turbulent times 
that faced Britain at the 
end of the Great War 
were seen as a chance to 
educate and enfranchise 
woman so that they could 
start to play a proper and 
equal role in society. 

There is little doubt 
that the WIs which 
quickly became federat¬ 
ed into a national move¬ 
ment, were fortunate in 
having great leaders. 

Lady Denman, who 
became the first national 
federation chairman, was 
one, but a whole admin¬ 
istrative impetus from 
those who had gained 
experience in the ‘Votes 
for Women’ movement 
was also on hand. 

The message went out 
that women should be in

- and a pelican!

S EVEN walkers 
met up with 
their leader 
Val Williams at the 
main car park in 
Ogmore-hy-Sea and 
tramped uphill in 
promising weather, 
to the quiet hamlet 
of Norton, and then 
through Pant 
Norton. 

At Pant y Cwteri, a 
narrow path took them 
down to the ‘Pelican in 
its Piety’ pub, which fea¬ 
tures on the coat of arms 
of the local Came fami¬ 
ly- 

Sir Edward Came, a 
favourite of King Henry 
Vlll, was promoted 
Abbot of Gloucester and 
recommended as a fit¬ 
ting tenant for Ewenny 
Priory by the King (he 
later became Abbot). 

Crossing to mined 
Ogmore Castle and up 
towards Ogmore Down, 
it was the leaders’ inten¬ 
tion to visit Castle-upon- 
Alun. 

On reaching the cattle 
grid at St Brides Major, 
and with time marching 
on, the group made their 
way to the parish church 
dedicated to St Bridget, 
patron saint of dairy 
maids, infants, mid¬ 
wives, blacksmiths, 
poets, nuns and students! 

At the base of the 
16th century preaching 
cross for lunch, they 
noted how parts of the 


cross were destroyed by 
Cromwell’s men and 
natural weathering over 
time. 

The church dates back 
to Norman times and 
was rebuilt in the 14th 
century, and heavily 
restored in 1851. 

The monuments in the 
chancel were dedicated 
to members of the 
Wyndham family, who 
built Dunraven Castle, 
and the Butler family, 
landowners of both 
Dunraven and Ogmore. 

Refreshed, the group 
took the gentle climb 
across Beacons Down 
where the famous track 
of Heol-y-Milwr, or 
Soldiers’ Way mns, to 
reach the hamlet of 
Heol-y-Mynydd. 

Following the road to 
Groes Farm, they took 
the bridleway that led to 
West Farm, before join¬ 
ing the coastal footpath 
for a stroll back to their 
cars.
